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Orders conceiued by the Lords of her Maieſties priuie 
( cnncell,and by her Highneſſe ſpeciall direlion, cummanded to be put in execution fer the reſtraint of 


killing and eating of fleſh this next Lent, and to be executed aſwel by the Lord Maiorwithin 
theCity and Suburbes of London, and by the Officers of the liberties and exempt places in and about the ſame, 


as by the Lords Lieutenants in the ſeuerall Counties of the Realme. Anno 1590. 


In the xxxiq.yeere of the Q neenes Maieſties reigne. 


Irſt her Maieſties pleaſure is, vpon her vnderſtanding ofthe great diſoꝛders heretofoze and 
eſpeciallythe laſt Lent committed in killing and eating fleſh in the time of Lent, eſpectally in 


of her Maieſties reigne fo2 the reſtraint therof, be put in due execution by the wayof inquiſt- 


ther places requiſite. 


And foꝛ the better infozmation of the trueth of this diſoꝛder, and redꝛeſſe ol the inconueni⸗ 
foze them, and ſend foꝛ any of the ſeruants of any Jnholders, 


A ſealon d:efſed,killed,vttered,oz eaten in their houſes: which if they ſhall refuſe to doe, then 


— v... they halcommit to pzifon thelaid ſeruants, lo refuſing vpö their othes to declare the trueth. 

And becauſe a great part ofthis diſozder groweth by the Butchers of the Citie and alſo ol the Countrey, that ſecretly kill 
and bꝛing fleſh tothe Citie:her Mateſties pleaſure line wiſe is that there ſhalbe only ſixe Butchers licenced by the Loꝛd Ma- 
ioꝛ to kill fleſh within the Citie and liberties thereof, withomexacting any thing of them foz their licences. 


And euery oftheſe Butchers to be ſo licenced, ſhall be firſtbound in the ſumme ol two hundꝛeth pounds to her Mateſties 
vſe, (and the bonds to be certified to the Queenes Remembꝛancer in the Excheguer) to ſell no ſlech in the time ot Lent, but to 
luch perſons as ſhall ſhew them ſpeciall warrant from the Loꝛd Maioꝛ, vnder his hand. a that the Butchers do truelp keepe 
particular books of their daylp ſales, a ot the names ot thoſe to whom they ſhal ſo ſel, with the quantities a the times thereof, 


Chat the I oꝛd Maioꝛ giue oꝛder to thele Butchers, not toſellany fleſhbut at reaſonable pzices , and ſoꝛ that purpoſe the 
pꝛices ſhall be ſet do wne by the ſaid L. Maioꝛ, ſuch as may be reaſonable both fo: the buyer and ſeller: and ik the Butcher 
ſhall bꝛeake that oꝛder, then to be foꝛthwith diſcharged, and committed to pꝛiſon, and an other put into his place, and his 


bond to be certified into the Exchequer to the Queenes benefite. 


Chat the Loꝛd Maioꝛ himſelfe ſhall graunt no warrant loꝛ buying of fleſh in Lent, but to ſuch as ſhall haue andſhewe to 
him licence in good wetting accoꝛding to the la wes ofthe Realme to eate ſlech, and the ſaid licence to be viewed and regiſtred, 
firſt by ſome two meete perſons to be appoyntedfoz this purpoſe by the Lozde Maioꝛ, and Bookes to be kept thereof, to be 

ſhe wed further when the ſame chall be required, vnleſſe it be to Ambaſſadoꝛs and Agents ok koꝛreine Pzinces, to whom not⸗ 
withſtanding no further quantitie ſhall be allowed, then ratably loꝛ their owne houtſholde, and that ſuch Ambaſſadozs and 


Agents ſhall giue to the Lozd Maioꝛ a certificate weekelp, what they ſhall require to be fo2 their owne tables. 


Tauerners within the Citie, and liberties thereof, to appeare e him, oꝛ ſuch perſons as he ſhall app 
e: and ſhall take bonds of euer of them in good ſiemmes of money not vnder one mp 7 piece ta he 
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ſties vſe, not to dꝛẽſſe anffleth in their houſes this Lent 1 reſpect, except it be foꝛ ſome 


arie cauſe, toeateflech. Bondes thall be taken allo o the 


houſe, and that allo hath licence thꝛough ſickeneſle, oꝛ other necellarie cau be tg 
Poulters, not to vtter any poultrie ware, but to ſuch as ſhalbe line wiſe licenced to eate flech, and that ſuch as woll not 


ſuch bonds, that they be ſecluded from all vtterance ol victuall during the Lentſeaſon, 


And koꝛ the Butchers and others that come with victuals ol fle ch out ofthe countrey to the citte, the L. Maioꝛ ſhall cauſe 

certaine perſons, whereof ſome to be named to the L. Maioꝛ by the Wardens olthe Fiſymongers, to watch at the gates a o⸗ 
ther like places in the ſuburbs, where flech may be bꝛought in, to vie w a ſearch, a to intercept the ſame. And in cale the ſame 
thalbe found to be bꝛought to any perſon not warrãted noꝛ licenced to eat it as is aſoꝛeſaid, then the ſame to be fozfeited @ ſold 
at the diſcretion ol the L. Maioꝛ, toꝛ the vie of the pooꝛe in the Yoſpitals a pꝛiſons in the city, ⁊ the bꝛingers tobe impꝛiſoned. 
And other wiſe the Carriers of the ſaide victuals of fleſh to be guided to the perfons houſes that haue licence, with regard 
therein not to be abuſed, Ind this watch to be continued daylyduring the whole time of Lent: a it any of theſe watcymen 
be found negligent a coꝛrupt in his cYarge,then he to be committed to pꝛiſon, there to continue during the whole Lent. 


And to the end the ſaid Oꝛders may be duly executed, it is thought conuenient, that the L. Maioꝛ ſhould ſend koꝛ the chiete 
Heads ofthe Company of the Fiſhmongers, a ſhal cauſe them to make choice of foure oꝛ moꝛe wile and diſcrete perſons ol the 
ſaidcompany, æ men ofgood wealth a habilitie, to whom they ſhall commit the charge to make enquirie after ſuch as ſhalbe 
found tranſgreſlozs of the ſaid Oꝛders: who in reſpect ol their trauell beſtowed in that behalte, ſhallHauethemolttie of ſuch 
bonds as ſhalbe fozfeited by tranſgreſſing ofthe ſaid Oꝛders, a the other moitie to be conuerted vnto godly vſes, by the diſcre- 
tion of the Q. Maieſties high Almner, ſpectally vpon pooꝛe q lame ſouldiers, with the pꝛiuity of ſome ol the pꝛiuie counſel, 

And that there may be due execution ol the ſayd Oꝛders, as wel without, as within the Liberties ot the city, it is thought 
conuenient, that they that haue the chiele charge ouer the places pꝛiuiledged and exempt, where any Leetes oꝛ Law dapes 

telt che an Bide are aboue mentioned, to make ſearch within the ſaid pꝛi⸗ 


are kept, ſhal authoꝛize vnder their hand and ſe | a | 
uiledged a exempt places foꝛ ſuch as ſhall tranſgreſle the ſaid Dzders,and ſhal fo their trauel therein employed, re the 


moytie ot the Bonds foꝛteited, as is aboue mentioned. And fo2 the auopding of coꝛruption a partialitie in the ſayd 
it ſhall be neceſſarie to take their otheg, and giue bond in ſo e good and large ſummes, to ſee, as much as in them lyeth, a 


due obſeruation of the ſayd Oꝛderg. 5 


And fozthatit is to be doubted, that the ſaid Fichmongers, vpon the obſeruation of the ſayde Ozders will tak occaſion / 
ereby to enhaunſe the pꝛices, as well offreſhas of Sea fich: Jt is thought meete that the L. Maioꝛ ſhal take ozder with the

ſaidFiſhmongers,that as well the ſalt as freſh fiſh ſhall be vttered at reaſonable pꝛices. 


Laſtly.itis oꝛdered, that no Butcher ſhalkil any Beeues,but ſuch as ſhalbe ſpecially licenſed therunto, without any fraud, 
fo: the furniſhing of ſuch ſhips as ſhalbe lawfully employed byſea.either in the wayoftraffique , o2other wile. And thatſuch 
Butchers,as ſhal be licenſed either within oꝛ without the liberties to kill any fleſh, ſhal euery koureteene dayes at the leaſf, 


giue atrue certificate vnto the L. Matoꝛ a head officers of theplacesexempt,ofſuch numbers of rieales, Lambes, and Mut⸗ 
tons, as ſhal be by them weekely killed: to the end, there may be a true certificate made euery fifteene dayes vnto the Loꝛds 


and others of her Maieſties pꝛiuie Counſel, what numbers ot the ſeueral kinds abeu? mentioned chalbe billed, either with⸗ 


in the City, oꝛ the places exempt. 
And as theſe Oꝛders are expꝛelly deuiſed to be executed in the Citie of — — neere to the ſame, ſo her Maie⸗ 
ſties pleaſure and commandement is, that the execution ot theſe oꝛ like Oꝛders be perfoꝛmed bythe commaundement or her 
Maieſties Lieutenants to be ſent to the Juſtices of the peace, in all ſhires within their rule. a to all other officers in townes 
Cozpozate,o2 in any liberties, with like ozderfo2 bonds to be taken to her Maiefties vſe: the benefit of the fozteiture of which 
bonds, her Maieſtie may at the interceſſion of theſaid Lieutenants cauſe to be diſtributed amonglt lame a pooꝛe ſouldioꝛs.
